We, therefore, thought it high time to rally round the Conſtitution, and 

there pledge ourſelves to each other, to maintain the Laws, and ſupport our

in caſe either a Foreign Enemy ſhall dare to invade our Coaſts, or that a 


Domeſtic Foe ſhall preſume to raiſe the Standard of Rebellion in the Land. 


To theſe Principles we are pledged—and in ſupport of them we are ready tc to 
ſhed the laſt drop of our blood.
